on the globe, has advanced its ban­ 
ner for liberty, law, and national pros­ 
perity. 
^ This nation has a banner, too; and 
wherever it has streamed abroad, men 
have seen daybreak bursting on their 
eyes, for the American flag has been 
the symbol of liberty, and men have 
rejoiced in it. Not another flag on the 
globe has such an errand, or went 
forth upon the sea, carrying every­ 
where, the world around, such hope 
for the captive and such glorious tid­ 
ings. 
The -stars upon it were to the 
pining nations like the morning star- 
of God, and the .stripes upon it were 
beams of morning light. 
As at early dawn the stars shine 
forth even while it grows light, and 
then, as the sun advances, that light 
breaks into banks of streaming lines 
of color, the glowing red and intense 
white, striving together and ribbing 
the horizon with bars effulgent, so, on 
the American flag, stars and beams of 
many-colored light shine out together. 
And wherever the flag comes, ami 
men behold it, they see in its sacred 
emblazonry no rampant lion and no 
fierce eagle; they see the symbols of 
light. 
It is the banner of dhwn; it 
means liberty. 
Consider the men who devised and 
set forth this banner; they were men 
w’ho had taken their lives 
in their 
hands,

the doctrine, and for the personal fact, 
of liberty—for th** right of all nun 
to liberty.
